Mr.  Chaiman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  this,  my  Annual  Report,  on  the 
state  of  health  and  conditions  in  the  Urban  District  of  Wirksworth,  for 
the  year  19 63.  My  report,  as  previously,  is  set  out  in  accordance  with 
the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 


Dr.  Christie  the  former  Medical  Officer  of  Health  retired  on  the 
30th  September,  19&3,  and  officially  I  v/as  appointed  fron  1st  October,  19 63« 

Vital  statistics  are  tabulated  for  ease  of  comparison,  as  also 
are  enumerated  the  diseases  of  the  district. 


As  a  result  of  widespread  immunisation  the  incidence  of  Infectious 
Diseases  generally  has  been  reduced  to  insignificant  proportions,  but  the 
incidence  of  Measles  achieved  epidemic  proportions  and  there  were  a  total 
of  182  cases  notified.  Progress  is  being  made  towards  tho  production  of 
a  suitable  vaccine  but  it  is  understood  that  those  so  far  tested  were  not 
free  fron  reactions  and  their  widespread  use  is  not  recommended  at  present. 
It  should  not  be  very  long,  however,  before  protection  against  Measles  will 
be  available. 

You  will  observe  fron  the  list  of  Adoptive  Acts,  etc.,  that  there 
is  a  local  regulation  in  force  in  the  Wirksworth  Urban  District  naking 
Chicken-pox  notifiable  compulsory.  Accordingly  there  were  1 6  cases  of 
Chicken-pox  notified  during  the  year  under  review. 

Food  Hygiene  continues  to  occupy  a  most  prominent  position  in 
Public  Health  Work,  but  with  the  existing  limited  Staff  in  tho  Surveyor’s 
Department  it  is  totally  impossible  for  routine  public  health  duties  to  be 
properly  ca.rried  out. 
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I  an  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  a  ‘Meals  on  Wheels’  Service 
was  inaugurated  during  the  year. 

CONCLUSION 

I  would  like  to  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  help  and  understanding 
which  I  have  received  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
and  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Taylor  and 
Mrs.  Atkinson  of  the  Health  Department  for  th.oir  loyal  co-operation  and 
assistance.  They  have  been  most  helpful  to  me  at  all  tines  since  I  assumed 
the  duties  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

Once  again,  however,  I  an  sorry  to  report  that,  owing  to  financial 
restrictions,  ny  Council  did  not  feel  they  were  in  a  position  to  reconnence 
the  building  of  Council  Houses  during  19 63>  and  unfortunately,  therefore,  there 
has  been  no  development  whatsoever  in  this  respect.  The  six  seni -detached 
houses  for  the  staff  of  Magnesium  Elektron  Ltd.,  which  had  received  the  approval 
of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  G-ovornment  at  the  tine  of  writing  ny  last 
report  were  completed  during  the  year  under  review  and  have  now  been  let  at  an 
economic  rental. 

The  development  by  the  Council  on  the  main  housing  site  West  of  Derby 
Road,  Wirksworth,  in  order  to  provide  building  plots  for  private  developers 
has  continued  apace.  The  Local  Civil  Engineering  Contractors  have  continued 
with  the  extensions  to  the  roadworks  on  Pittywood  Road  and  the  top  Western 
portion  of  Sumner  Lane,  Wirksworth.  Sewers,  Water  Mains,  G-as  Mains,  Electric 
Mains  and  G-.P.O.  Services  have  been  laid  and  the  road  kerbs  and  formations 
completed.  Only  the  metalling  of  the  footways  and  carriageways  remains  to  be 
done.  The  erection  of  private  houses  and  bungalows  has  proceeded  satisfactorily 
and  most  of  the  plots  have  now  been  sold  by  the  Council.  With  this  in  mind, 
the  Council  have  now  prepared  plans  and  received  the  approval  of  the  Ministry 
for  the  completion  of  the  remaining  roadwork s  on  this  site.  I  an  hopeful 
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that  work  will  commence  on  this  pro-joct  in  the.  Uew  Year,  and  so  make 
available  further  sites  for  private  building,  together  with, an. area  for  the 
erection  of  units  of  accomodation  for  old  people,  to  be  provided  by  the 
Urban  District  Council, 


HOUSING-  ~  G-ENERALLY 

The  work  of  securing  essential  repairs  to  rented  houses  in  the 
district  was  maintained  at  much  the  sane  level  as  in  1962.  This  routine 
but  essential  work  carried  out  by  informal  action  with  property  owners  entails 
a  considerable  number  of  meeting  and  liaisons  with  solicitors,  owners  and 
occupiers  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that  the  action  is  informal  and  not  statutory, 

Ho\?ever,  it  has  always  been  my  experience  that  when  informal  action 
is  carried  to  c  successful  conclusion,  the  result  is  more  satisfactory  to  all 
parties  concerned  than  when  the  Council  is  forced  to  take  statutory  action, 
although  as  I  have  already  pointed  out  this  informal  action  by  its  very  nature, 
is  most  time  consuming. 

The  measure  of.  success  obtained  may  be  seen  by  reference  to  Table  C 
showing  Unfit  houses  made  Fit  by  owners  after  informal  action  by  the  Local 
Authority, 

Certificates  of  Disrepair 

No  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  either  applied  for  or  issued  during 
19 63,  and  one  can  only  conclude  that  such  tenants  as  have  cause  for  complaint 
prefer  to  obtain  redress  far  their  housing  grievances  by  direct  complaint  to 
this  Department  for  action  under  the  appropriat e  sections  of  the  Public 
Health  Acts. 

Slum  Clearance 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  no  Council  House  Building  whatsoever  took 
place  in  19 63,  the  progress  under  this  heading  has  been  very  limited  indeed,  and 
for  your  information,  the  following  table  shows  the  total  number  of  houses 
dealt  with  by  the  Department  since  the  Ministry  called  for  a  review

Local  Authority  jBujglding  has  been  dealt  with  in  my  preceding  Section 
of  this  Report,  but  there  still  regains  the  question  of  private  building, 
upon  which  you  will  wish  to  have  reformation. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  Report,  a  total  of  30  privately  developed 
houses  and  bungalows  have  been  completed  and  occupied  during  the  year  under 

review. 

The  development  of  the  private  estate  at  Fillowbath  Lane  and  Ian 
Avenue  was  delayed  owing  to  the  severe  winter  of  I963,  but  it  is  now  progressing 
rapidly,  and  if  the  present  building  rate  continues,  then  the  complete  estate 
of  36  semi-detached  houses  will  be  finished  during  1964* 

The  estate  roadworks  have  been  completed  up  to  formation  levels  and 
all  kerbs  laid,  although  this  has  not  been  accomplished  without  repeated 
interviews  between  the  Officials  of  the  Council  and  the  Contractors  concerned. 

Only  the  final  metalling  of  the  footpaths  and  carriageways  remains  to  be  done  and 
I  hope  this  will  be  carried  out  in  the  New  Year. 

.Another  small  private  estate  consisting  of  12  detached  and  semi-detached 
bungalows  has  also  been  completed  together  with  the  esta/te  footpaths  and 
carriageways,  but  these  roads  have  not  y at  been  taken  over  by  the  Urban  District 
Council. 

Reference  under  the  heading  of  Housing  by  U.D.C.  will  remind  you  that 
those  portions  of  the  Councils  Estates  set  o,side  for  private  ownership  have 
developed  quite  rapidly.  The  manner  in  which  this  Estate  has  been  developed  by 
the  Council  (i.e.  roads  and  sewers  constructed  by  the  U.D.C,  and  individual  houses 
and  bungalows  by  private  persons)  has  proved  very  successful  and  has  undoubtedly 
filled  a  much  needed  want  in  this  District.  In  the  majority  of  this  private 
building  the  Council  have  loaned  the  money  to  the  prospective  purchasers  and  in 
this  way  have  increased  the  rateable  value  by  not  only  making  available  money  for 
the  actual  building  of  the  houses  and  bungalows,  but  also  have  provided  the  funds 
for  these  persons  to  purchase  the  Council’s  own  land. 
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The  total  nur.iber  of  dwellings  under  construction  in  the  Y/irksworth 
Urban  District  at  the  end  of  December,  1963?  is  twent y. 

I  think  the  members  of  the  Council  will  be  interested  in  the  following 
table,  which  indicates  the  total  nunber  of  houses  completed  by  both  Private

(a)  Once  again  no  cases  of  bed  bug  infestation  were  brought  to  ny  notice 
during  the  year. 

As  in  previous  years,  conplaints  were  received  from  tine  to  tine 
regarding  infestation  of  old  properties  with  woodworn  end  the  death  watch 
beetle,  and  in  all  instances  the  occupants  were  given  the  necessary  advice  and 
instructions  on  how  to  deal  with  these  pests. 

The  Councils  Powder  Blowers  and  Insecticide  Sprayers  were  used 
whenever  necessany  with  gratifying  results,  and  a  number  of  infestations  of 
cockroaches  (Blattella  G-emancia)  yielded  to  extensive  treatment,  which 
consisted  of  the  use  of  snoke  generators, 

(b)  On  other  instances  during  the  year  I  had  occasion  to  deal  with 
conplaints  regarding  a  dog  chained  up  end  causing  a  nuisance  and  another  request 
fron  the  Police  to  renove  a  dead  dog.  Afterwards  the  kennel  was  disinfected  so 
that  there  was  no  aause  for  further  complaint, 

(c)  Once  again  in  the  early  part  of  the  Year  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  I  were  called  to  a  house  in  The  Dale,  Wirksvforth,  occupied  by  an  old  lady 
living  alone  in  deplorable  conditions.  The  Council  will  recall  that  over  a 
number  of  years  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  I,  together  with  the  Health 
Visitor  and  the  Welfare  Officer,  had  repea,tedly  endeavoured  to  assist  in  this  c^se, 
only  to  find  that  after  a  few  months  the  conditions  deteriorated  again.  Finally 
in  April  of  19&3  "the  old  lady  wa„s  removed  to  hospital  a  second  time  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  in  this  instance  was  treated  as  a  casualty.  Soon 
afterwards  the  person  concerned  died,  and  my  Council* s  Workmen  disinfected  and 
fumigated  the  whole  house  and  removed  the  huge  accumulation  of  refuse  from  the 
garden,  so  ending  a  most  unhappy  case, 

(d)  In  another  instance  tow  ends  the  end  of  19^3  I  was  o„sked  to  assist  in 

a  case  where  the  occupant  of  a  house  v/as  causing  a  nuisance  to  adjoining  neighbours 
owing  to  her  condition  and  actions.  This  case  is  still  under  review  and  I  have 
enlisted  the  add  of  the  Probation  Officer, 

(e)  Other  causes  dealt  with  under  this  heading  have  been  so  diverse  as  to 
include  noth  infestation  in  mattresses  and  carpets;  nuisance  caused  by  pigeons 
andkhoir  deposits*  and  finally  an  infestation  of  snails.

The  Foreman,  Mr*  Walter  Butlin,  and  your  Cemetery  Curator,  Mr*  J* 
Sheldon,  act  as  Rodent  Operators,  and  they  carried  out  the  routine  work  of  this 
nature  during  19 63* 

Throughout  the  whole  of  the  period  under  review,  the  Urban  District  has 
worked  in  the  closest  co-operation  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  Divisional  Pests  Officer.  Mr.  P.B.  Oates,  and  his  assistants,  and 
again  I  would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  them. 

In  May,  Messrs*  J.A.  Feam  and  0,  Burns  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  &  Food  were  loaned  to  my  Council,  and  jointly  with  them 
your  Rodent  Operator  carried  out  the  sewer  testing  and  treatment  of  the  whole 
of  the  sewerage  system,  when  most  gratifying  results  were  obtained  and 
recorded.  Of  34  manholes  treated  in  May  there  was  only  one  complete  take  and 
two  partial  takes,  and  these  were  all  completely  cleared  after  the  third  visit. 

On  December  3rd  and  6th  test-baiting  again  took  place  when  a  further 
41  manholes  were  tested  and  of  these  the  number  of  nanholes  showing  bait  taken 
was  4.  On  December  10th,  12th  and  17th  a  further  28  manholes  were  treated  with 
Warfarin  No. 5  containing  Para-Nitrophenol  Preservative  and  Soaked  Wheat  and  on 
this  occassion  there  was  only  1  complete  take  and  3  partial  takes,  all  of  which 
were  completely  cleared  on  the  final  visit.  These  results  were  most  encouraging 
and  prove  that  our  periodic  sewer  treatments  are  successful. 

This  close  co-operation  with  the  Regional  Office  is  of  mutual 
advantage  to  both  the  Council  and  the  Ministry. 

During  the  year  (together  with  your  Public  Health  Chairman)  I  have 
also  attended  the  meetings  of  the  Derbyshire  Workable  area  Committees  held 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  and  these 
have  proved  most  interesting  and  instructive. 
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Herewith  is  the  Annual  Report  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
fisheries  and  food,  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  for 
the  year  ending  31st  December,  19^3*

1.  Increase  in  the  nunber  of  Dwelling  Houses  due  to  new  buildings  erected 
during  the  year. 

2.  Reference  to  ny  last  year*  s  report  will  remind  you  that  permanent 
Warfarin  baiting  points  had  been  established  on  the  Hopton  Lone  Tip. 
All  Baiting  points  are  adequately  protected  from  the  weather  and  have 
once  again  proved  eminently  satisfactory.  This  Tip,  being  situated 
in  the  country  and  surrounded  by  agricultural  lands  has  remained 
remarkably  free  from  any  major  infestation. 

3.  Inspections  are  carried  out  by  the  Surveyor  and  by  the  Foreman  in  the 
normal  course  of  their  numerous  durites  -  in  addition  to  the  specific 
inspections  for  Rodent  Control.  The  figures  shown  in  Sec.  IV  are  not, 
of  course,  total  inspections  carried  out  to  all  properties  within  the 
Wirlcsworth  Urban  District,  but  are  those  which  it  is  felt  can  be 
properly  allied  to  Rodent  Control  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by 
Pests  Act,  1949. 
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4.  Routine  sewer  treatments,  of  which,  of  course,  records  have  been 
submitted  to  the  Divisional  Office,  have  considerably  reduced  the 
surface  infestation  of  rats,  (See  Items  II,  III  and  IV  above), 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  weather  inevitably  has  an  important  bearing  on  the  outdoor 
task  of  Public  Cleansing,  and  although  the  past  summer  was  not  too  good  from 
a  cleansing  point  of  view  it  pales  into  insignificance  with  the  arctic 
conditions  experienced  during  the  last  winter,.  After  a  short  wintry  spell 
fcx'  a  week  in  November,  1^62  a  bitterly  cold  spell  commencing  on  Boxing  Day 
with  a  hea.vy  snow  fa-11,  last  led  for  over  two  months  during  which  time  the 
average  temperature  rarely  rose  above  freezing  point.  It  was  so  cold  that 
the  fuel  system  of  the  diesel-engined  refuse  freighter  froze  up  and  caused 
hold-ups  whilst  it  was  thawed  out.  This  is  the  first  time  I  can  remember 
this  happening  and  perhaps  brings  home  the  severity  of  the  conditions  as 
graphically  as  anything  could.  Naturally,  this  affected  the  frequency  of 
collections  during  that  period,  but  except  for  this  instance  and  for  a  short 
time  after  the  Easter,  Whitsuntide  and  Christmas  Holidays  the  normal  collections 
during  19 63  ran  at  a  weekly  frequency.  During  the  annual  August  Week  Holiday, 
the  Council  requested  the  men  to  stagger  their  holidays  and  consequently,  unlike 
the  old  system,  the  work  of  refuse  collection  continued  throughout  that  period. 
The  number  of  dustbins  being  emptied  increased  a,gain  during  the  year  as  building 
took  pla.ce,  and  this  consequently  involved  additonal  walking  and  lifting  by  the 
Refuse  Collectors, 

Unf ortunately  memory  dulls  the  impact  very  soon  after  conditions 
return  to  normal,  but  I  think  it  does  good  occasionally  to  record  particularly 
trying  conditions,  and  one  can  appreciate  that  even  finding  the  dustbin  itself 
in  drifts  of  snow  can  sometimes  be  a  problem.  After  the  task  of  carrying  to 
the  roadside  and  worst  still  lifting  it  over  a  three  to  four  foot  pile  of  snow, 
only  to  find  the  contents  frozen  solid  into  the  binjf  this  can  be  very  trying 
to  say  the  lea-st. 

All  in  all  and  taking  into  account  periods  of  sickness  during  the  year, 
I  feel  it  fair  to  sta-te  on  behalf  of  the  men  employed,  that  a  very  satisfactory 
standard  of  refuse  collection  was  maintained. 

In  additon  to  the  work  of  refuse  collection,  a  weekly  collection  of 
pail  and  privy  closets  was  also  carried  out.  All  the  refuse  collected  in  the 
Urban  District  is  disposed  of  at  the  Hopton  Refuse  Tip  for  the  Wirksworth 
Town  Area,  and  the  Middleton  Tip  takes  the  Middleton-by-Wirksworth  refuse.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


On  a  number  of  occasions  during  the  year  various  complaints  were 
received  from  residents  in  Th«  Dale  end  G-reenhill  areas  complaining  of  alleged  dust 
huisances  caused  by  Wirksworth  Quarries  Ltd.  9u  each  occasion  the  facts  wore 
immediately  reported  to  the  Director  if  the  Company  concerned  and  remedial  action 
taken. 

On  the  main  B.5023  Wirksworth  bo  Middleton  Road  Messrs.  Bowne  and 
Shaw  Ltd.,  applied  for  permission  to  erect  three  line  burning  kilns,  associated 
crusher  house,  screens,  loading  station  and  ancillary  equipment,  and  in  franting 
formal  permission  for  this  work  the  Council  applied  the  follovring  condition  under 
Town  Planning  in  so  far  as  atmospheric  pollution  is  concerned  :~ 

’All  reasonable  precautions  shall  be  taken  for  the  arrestment  of 
smoke  or  dust  arising  from  the  handling  and  processing  of 
minerals  in  connection  with  the  consent  hereby  given.* 

REASON  for  condition  :~ 


*The  condition  wa,s  imposed  to  ensure  that  the  proposed  development 
did  not  unduly  affect  the  appearance  or  amenities  of  the  locality.1 

G-enera 

The  Council  appreciate  that  in  an  area  such  as  this,  where  established 
limestone  quarries  are  the  ba,sic  industries,  then  certain  inconveniences  must  be 
accepted,  but  they  take  every  opportunity  to  control  the  dust  emission  from  new 
plants,  etc*,  and  to  improve  the  condition  of  existing  works. 


PETROLEUM  REGULATION  ACTS,  1928  - 


There  are  twelve  premises  licensed  for  the  stora-ge  of  petroleum  and  for 
petroleum  mixtures  within  the  district  and  the  revenue  received  totalled  £7*  15#  0. 
Regular  visits  of  inspections  were  made  and  close  co-operation  with  the  Eire  Prevention 
Officer  of  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  Fire  Brigade  has  been  maintained' in  order  to 
ensure  that  all  reasonable  precautions  are  >aken  in  the  storage  and  use  of  what  is 
potentially  a  very  dangerous  substance. 


In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  73,  Public  Health  Act, 
1961,  derelict  underground  petrol  tanks  were  inspected  to  ensure  that  they  were 
being  maintained  in  a.  safe  condition.

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WATER  SUPPLY  DURING-  THE  YEAR  1963 

The  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board  is  the  responsible  authority  for 
supplying  water  to  the  Urban  District  of  Wirks  worth.  Exc ept  for  those  areas 

in  outlying  parts  of  the  district  a  mains  water  supply  is  available  to  almost 
every  house  within  the  Urban  District,  and  generally  this  supply  is  satisfactory 
in  both  quality  and  quantity. 

TESTING  AND  SAMPLING-  : 

(a)  Twenty  -four  samples  in  all  were  submitted  to  tho  Director  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  during  the  year  by  me  and,  of  these,  twenty-four  all  were 
satisfactory.  Whenever  I  do  receive  a  report  from  the  Bacteriologist  to  the 
effect  that  one  of  my  samples  is  unsatisfactory,  then  I  immediately  contact  the 
Deputy  Manager  of  the  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board  and  notify  him  of  this  result, 
so  that  he  may  take  the  necessary  remedial  action. 

In  addition  to  the  direct  control  of  Sampling  undertaken  by  me  as  a 
Statutory  Duty,  I  have  also  requested  the  Engineer  &  Manager  of  the  South 
Derbyshire  Water  Board  to  supply  mo  with  details  of  a ,ny  Sampling  carried 
out  by  his  own  Chemist  and  he  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  information 

(a)  The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  (a)  quality 
and  (b)  quantity. 

(b)  Regular  examination  is  made  of  tho  raw  water  going  into  supply. 

As  all  water  is  treated  the  majority  of  samples  are  taken  after 
treatment,  A  total  of  179  bacteriological,  12  chemical  and  136 
pH  samples  were  taken  both  at  the  works  and  from  various  points 
in  Wirksworth  Urban  District.  The  results  of  Chemical  Analysis 
taken  at  two  different  points  in  the  area,  are  attached.

Reference  to  ny  last  year1 s  Report  will  renind  you  that  the  official 
opening  of  the  extended  Sewage  Worka  took  place  on  7th  September,  1962. 

Since  that  tine  improvements  have  been  carried  out  to  the  flow 
neasuring  equipment  at  the  Sewage  Works  and  repairs  and  renewals  also 
carried  out  to  the  sludge  pump. 

Remedial  work  was  also  found  necessary  as  a  result  of  damage  caused 
by  the  severe  frosts  to  the  effluent  channels,  and  Contractors  were  employed 
to  lay  new  pipes  and  construct  new  chambers. 

Due  to  growth  and  extension  of  the  Town,  and,  no  doubt,  due  also 
to  the  extensive  gritting  of  highways  during  the  severe  periods  of  weather, 
a  considerable  problem  has  arisen  through  grit  entering  the  sewers  and  the 
Sewage  Disposal  Works.  There  is  no  doubt  whatsoever  that  the  amount  of 
grit  deposited  at  the  Sewer  outfall  is  a  constant  source  of  trouble  in  the 
primary  tank  units.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  Consulting  Engineers  a 
quotation  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  the  construction  of  a  Catchpit  and  the 
necessary  Grit  Dredging  Machinery  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £1,600  and  at  the  tine 
of  writing  this  Report  I  an  happy  to  state  that  approval  has  been  received.

THE  MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATION)  REGULATIONS,  19^0 


The  above-mentioned  Regulations  came  into  opercation  on  the  1st  January, 
1961,  r„nd  transferred  to  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Authority  the  duty  of  licensing 
dealers  in  designated  milks.  Accordingly,  duplicate  lists  of  such  dealers,  which 
had,  in  the  past  been  licensed  by  the  Wirlcsworth  Urban  District,  were  prepared  by 
me  and  passed  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health* s  Department.  From  that 
date  onwards  the  sampling  of  designated  milks  has  been  carried  out  by  the  County 
Public  Health  Officer,  and  he  has  kindly  supplied  me  with  the  following  infoma/fcion

"42  samples,  including  12  milks,  were  talcen  under  the  above  Act  in 
the  area  of  the  Wirksworth  Urban  District  Council  during  the  year,  1963. 

With  the  exception  of  one  sample  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk,  the 
samples  wore  all  satisfactory.  This  sample  contained  about  2  per 
cent  added  water  and  the  producer— retailer  was  cautioned. 
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FISH-FRYING-  PREMISES 

The  two  Fish  Frying  Premises  in  this  Area  received  routine  inspections 
ng  the  year,  and  I  an  pleased  to  ho  able  to  report  that  the  conditions 
ining  therein  are  satisfactory. 

There  have  been  no  further  major  alterations  worthy  of  note  carried 
to  either  of  these  premises  during  the  period  under  review. 

Both  these  fish  frying  establishments  have  been  completely  modernised 
•  the  last  few  years  and  now  they  comply  in  all  respects  with  the  Food 
.one  Regulations. 

The  procedure  of  "Voluntary  Surrender"  has  continued  to  work  satisfactorily 
in  no  instance  has  it  been  neoossary  for  no  to  take  Statutory  j.ction  over  tho
